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Over  obstacles  thai  few  could  have  surmounted,  overcoming  opposition  at 
every  step  thai  would  have  daunted  a  less  manly  soul.  Andrew  Armstrong 
fcuncannon  has  written  Irs  name  Large  al  the  top  of  the  roll  of  Mississippi 
■  ducators.  The  very  utterance  of  the  name  suggests  the  strength  and  resolute- 
ness of  him  who  hears  it.  and  reminds  those  who  have  watched  with  admiration 
his  steady,  upward  stride  to  stale  and  national  reputation  that  the  real  strength 
oi  the  man  and  the  chief  element  of  his  success  lias  been,  not  so  much  his 
vigorous  intellect  and  clear  insight  into  men  and  measures,  important  as  these 
have  been,  hut  rather  a  great,  warm  heart  which  has  enfolded  his  State,  and 
uniting  with  his  indomitable  will,  has  made  to  him  no  service  too  arduous,  no 
sacrifice  too  great  in  behalf  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Mississippi.  Space 
permits  a  mere  outline  sketch  of  a  life  unusually  full  of  beneficence  and 
honors. 

Born  in  Noxubee  county  amid  the  gloom  and  disaster  of  the  early  sixties. 
educated  in  Lee  county  in  the  days  of  reconstruction,  revolution  and  financial 
reverses,  Andrew  Armstrong  Kincannon,  the  second  son  of  James  and  M.  A. 
Kincannon,  early  learned  the  lessons  of  self-help  and  self-denial.  The  impress 
of  both  father  and  mother  are  easily  discernible  in  his  character,  and  his  devo- 
tion to  his  parents  and  to  his  brothers  and  sisters  has  ever  been  strikinglj 
manifest. 

From  the  Verona  High  School,  where  he  was  the  pupil  of  both  Drs.  Deupree 
and  Leaved,  of  the  University  faculty,  he  went  to  the  State  University.  At  the 
University  he  was  elected  anniversarian  in  the  Phi  Sigma  Literary  Society,  but 
resigned  and  afterward  urged  a  change  in  the  method  of  selecting  the  anniver- 
sarian. Fr  in  the  University  he  went  to  the  Normal  University,  Lebanon,  Ohio, 
from  which  institution  he  took  both  the  A.  B.  and  M.  S.  degrees.  At  the 
University  and  in  his  difficult  early  years  as  teacher  in  the  Verona  High  School, 
where  he  had  been  a  pupil,  he  gave  evidence  of  that  executive  ability  for  which 
he  has  later  become  distinguished. 

Three  valuable  years  were  spent  as  assistant  professor  of  English  at  the 
.Mississippi  A.  &   M.  College,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  that  prince   of 


English  teachers,  Prof.  W.  IT.  Magruder,  and  under  the  general  supervision 
and  friendly  counsel  of  Gen.  Stephen  D.  Lee.  well  termed  the  "father  of 
industrial  education  in  the  South."  In  1886,  as  superintendent  of  Meridian 
Public  Schools,  A.  A.  Kincannon  came  into  prominence  as  a  leader  in  the 
educational  awakening  and  re-organization  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State. 
He  found  in  Meridian  a  single,  disorganized,  unequipped  school ;  in  ten  years 
he  added  five  schools  and  developed  a  popular,  well  articulated  city  school 
system.  During  this  period  his  influence  in  the  State  Teachers'  Association 
and  in  county  institutes  was  notably  weighty  in  the  promotion  of  various 
reforms,  and  naturally  so,  being  as  he  was,  the  founder  and  head  of  the  first  and 
largest  city  school  system  in  the  State. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  in  1888,  an  epoch  in  his  life  was  made  when  he 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  George  Barksdale,  daughter  of  William 
R.  Barksdale,  of  Grenada,  Miss.,  and  oldest  grandchild  of  Senator  J.  Z.  George. 
Thus  added  incentive  to  effort  came  into  his  life,  and  with  it  the  sympathy  and 
encouragement  of  a  wife  who  has  always  entered  fully  into  his  plans  and  has 
often  proven  herself  singularly  wise  and  timely  in  her  counsel. 

In  1895,  after  a  brilliant  canvass,  in  which  he  triumphed  over  a  political 
combination  that  seemed  invincible.  Mr.  Kincannon  was  nominated  by  accla- 
mation for  State  Superintendent  of  Education  by  the  largest  Democratic  con- 
vention ever  assembled  in  Mississippi.  In  spite  of  the  strong  sentiment  in  the 
Legislature  of  1896  favoring  the  reduction  of  the  common  school  fund,  the 
appropriation  committee  recommending  only  $700,000,  Superintendent  Kin- 
cannon succeeded  in  inducing  the  Legislature  to  increase  the  appropriation  to 
$950,000  per  annum,  and  secured  also  an  increased  appropriation  for  summer 
normals.  Of  the  wholesome  school  laws  that  bear  his  impress  mention  will  be 
made  of  only  one,  the  creation  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  generally  con- 
ceded by  the  best  authorities  to  be  a  wise  statute.  His  reports  as  State  Super- 
intendent of  Education  to  the  Legislature  attracted  wide  attention  on  account 
of  their  excellence  both  in  subject  matter  and  in  style.  Favorable  criticism 
was  evoked  from  the  leading  school  journals  of  the  United  States. 

Meanwhile  the  Industrial  Institute  and  College  for  the  white  girls  of  the 
State,  having  passed  through  years  of  internal  discord  and  weakness  of  admin- 
istration, had  reached  a  crisis  in  its  history.  Doubtful,  indeed,  if  the  Legislature 
would  appropriate  funds  for  its  support,  as  matters  then  stood.  Governor 
McLaurin.  Bishop  Galloway  and  other  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  urged 
Superintendent  Kincannon  as  a  patriotic  Mississippian  to  accept  the  presidency 
of  the  college  and  save  the  institution.  With  his  plans  for  the  public  school 
system  but  beginning  to  be  developed,  and  expecting  no  call  to  other  work  for 


years  to  come,  Superintendent  Kineannon  reluctantly  resigned  his  State  office 
;ind  accepted  the  presidency  of  the  I.  I.  <X;  ('..  having  been  unanimously  elected 
by  the  hoard  of  trustees,  responding  to  the  call  of  duty  and  the  claims  <>i'  the 
uirls  of  Mississippi,  as  the  board  presented  the  case  1o  him.  The  transformation 
at  uncc  wroughl  in  the  college,  the  doubling  in  a  few  years  of  its  faculty  and 
studenl  body,  the  addition  of  building  after  building,  and  the  ready  response 
of  successive  Legislatures  to  President  Kineannon's  eloquent  appeals  for  funds 
to  meet,  the  increasing  needs  of  the  ureal  institution,  fondly  proclaimed  by 
Governor  Vardaman  and  others  "the  pride  of  the  State."  are  facts  as  far  famed 
as  the  institution,  attesting  how  efficiently  President  Kineannon  met  the  great 
demands  made  upon  him.  and  far  surpassed  the  expectations  of  the  board  and 
even  the  hest  of  his  friends.  So  distinguished  have  been  his  services  to  the  I. 
1.  &  C.  that  repeatedly  has  be  been  called  to  similar  positions  in  other  States. 
But  these  have  moved  him  little,  for  his  own  Stale  duly  and  affection  have  held 
him  inflexibly  firm,  supremely  loyal. 

In  November.  l!)(Mi,  he  was  called  to  the  chancellorship  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity, but  declined  to  accept  it  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  himself.  In  June,  last, 
Mr.  Kineannon  was  again  elected  to  the  chancellorship  of  the  University,  and 
after  having  had  more  power  conferred  upon  him  than  heretofore  given  to  any 
chancellor,  he  accepted  it.  Recently  the  University  of  Arkansas  conferred 
upon  him  the  title  of  LL.  D.  He  has  more  than  fulfilled  our  expectations  and 
bids  fair  to  place  the  University  of  Mississippi  high  in  the  educational  roll  of 
the  country.

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DELTA  KAPPA  EPSILON  FRATERNITY 

The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity  was  founded  at  Vale  University, 
June  22,  1  s 44.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the  charter  members  In  have  only  a  local 
club,  but  opportunity  soon  arose  to  place  the  fraternity  in  Maine.  Princeton 
following  closely,  and  soon  thereafter  the  fraternity  began  to  organize  chapters 
in  several  of  the  States,  both  in  the  North  and  South. 

Many  of  its  sons  have  obtained  distinction  in  both  bouses  of  Congress,  in 
literature  and  in  Athletics,  Walter  ('amp  and  Robert  J.  Cook  being  authorities 
on  College  Athletics. 

The  first  convention  of  the  fraternity  was  held  at  New  Haven,  in  1846,  and 
since  then,  with  a  few  exceptions,  conventions  have  been  held  annually  at 
different  places  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Quarterly  is  edited  by  the  Council  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, located  at  1135  Broadway,  New  York  City.  The  Quarterly  serves  the 
purpose  of  keeping  all  the  Chapters  in  touch  with  each  other,  and  giving  to  its 
members  those  things  most  interesting  in  fraternity  life. 

Down  to  1881  the  government  of  the  fraternity  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
convention  exclusively.  In  1882  an  Advisory  Council  was  formed,  and  the 
administration  of  the  fraternity's  affairs  was  placed  in  its  hands. 

Chi  Chapter  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  was  founded  at  the  University  of 
Mississippi,  April  14,  1850,  being  the  first  fraternity  founded  at  the  university. 
From  the  date  of  its  birth  Chi  Chapter  enjoyed  prosperous  years  continuously 
until  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  the  active  members  enlisting  in  the  Con- 
federate army  in  1861.  During  the  five  years  of  war  its  members  fought  most 
valiantly  for  the  cause  of  the  Confederacy.  After  the  war,  in  the  year  1867, 
Chi  took  new  life  and  began  upon  its  work,  determined  in  1850. 

From  1867  Chi  lias  been  one  of  the  most  active  fraternities  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

In  1900  she  celebrated  her  semi-centennial  in  the  town  of  Oxford,  Miss.,  by 
giving  her  alumni  members  a  banquet  and  dance,  several  of  her  sons  from  all 
classes  since  1850  being  present  at  that  time. 

In  1901  Chi  obtained  a  chapter  house  on  the  campus,  which  is  her  present 
domicile.  The  members  of  Chi  Chapter  as  well  as  of  other  chapters  of  the 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Fraternity,  take  part  in  everything  that  goes  to  make  up 
college  life,  and  Chi  has  had  the  good  fortune  of  getting  a  good  share  of  the 
Laurels  won  on  the  gridiron,  on  the  diamond,  in  the  class  honors  and  literary 
prizes.

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DELTA  PSI  FRATERNITY 


The  Fraternity  of  Delta  Psi  was  founded  in  Columbia  College,  New  York 
City,  in  1847. 

Boon  after  foundation  chapters  were  established  in  the  following  colleges 
Rutgers  College,  New  Brunswick,  X.  J.;  Burlington  College.  Burlington,  N.  J. 
Trinity  College,   Eartford,  Conn.;  Smith  Carolina  College,  Columbia,  S.  C. 
Princeton  College,  Princeton,  \.  J.;  Rochester  University,  Rochester,  X.  Y. 
Brown  University,  Providence,  R.  I.:  Williams  College.  Williamstown,  Mass. 
Randolph  and   Macon  College,   Boydton,   V;i.;   University  of  North   Carolina, 
Chapel  Hill.  X.  C;  University  of  Mississippi,  Oxford.  .Miss.:  Cumberland  Uni- 
versity.   Lebanon,   Tenn.;    University   of   Virginia,   Charlottesville,   Va.;    Vale 
University.  Xew  Haven.  Conn.:  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Boston, 
Mass. 

All  of  these  chapters  flourished  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  at 
which  time  all  of  the  Southern  colleges  suspended  exercises  and  the  chapters 
were  declared  extinct.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Southern  colleges  after  the  war 
the  chapters  at  the  Universities  of  Virginia  and  Mississippi  were  revived:  the 
other  Southern  chapters  were  not. 

Phi  Chapter  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  was  founded  in  1855.  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  had  initiated  one  hundred  and  two  men. 
During  the  war  the  exercises  at  the  University  were  suspended  and  there  were 
no  initiates,  but  upon  the  reopening  of  school  the  chapter  again  began  to 
flourish,  and  since  the  war  has  initiated  three  hundred  and  fifty  men. 

Phi  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having  among  her  members  some  of  the 
most  prominent  of  the  Alumni  of  the  University  of  Mississippi,  among  who  may 
be  mentioned  the  following:  Bishop  Chas.  B.  Galloway,  Gen.  Luke  E.  Wright, 
Hon.  H.  D.  Money.

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PHI  KAPPA  PSI  FRATERNITY. 


The  Phi  Kappa  I'si  Fraternity  was  founded  al  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College,  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  on  February  19,  1852,  by  Charles  1'.  T.  Moore  and  W. 
11.  Letterman.  The  firsl  branch  to  be  established  was  Virginia  Alpha,  in  1853. 
By  1861  seventeen  chapters  had  been  established.  A1  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War  all  the  Southern  chapters  became  extinct,  and  of  the  total  membership  of 
the  fraternity,  600,  452  enlisted  in  this  bloody  conflict. 

After  the  war  several  of  the  Southern  chapters  were  reorganized  and  the 
fraternity  has  gradually  expanded,  until  it  now  has  forty-three  active  chapters 
and  thirty-five  Alumni  Associations,  with  a  total  membership  of  over  Id, 000. 
The  fraternity  is  governed  by  a  bi-ennial  Grand  Arch  Council  and  an  Executive 
Council,  and  live  bi-ennial  District  Councils.  The  next  Grand  Arch  Council  is 
to  be  held  in  Denver,  Colorado,  beginning  July  1.  The  last  was  held  in  Wash- 
ington, 1 ).  ('..  in  1906.  The  publication  of  the  fraternity  is  called  "The  Shield," 
from  the  shape  of  the  badge.  It  is  published  seven  times  a  year,  and  is  one  of 
the  most  successful  of  all  fraternity  journals.  The  colors  of  the  fraternity  are 
pink  and  lavender,  and  the  flower  is  the  sweet  pea. 

Prior  to  the  Civil  "War  two  chapters  were  established  in  Mississippi,  the 
first  at  University  of  Mississippi,  in  November,  1857.  and  the  second  at  Mis- 
sissippi College,  in  the  spring  of  1861.  [Mississippi  Alpha  was  established  by 
John  Baxter  Payne,  a  member  of  Virginia  Beta,  Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity, and  Mississippi  Beta  by  F.  W.  Johns,  of  Mississippi  Alpha,  now  a  planter 
at  Madison,  Miss.  Only  the  charter  members  of  the  Mississippi  College  Chapter 
were  initiated  on  account  of  the  war.  All  but  two  of  these  were  killed  in  the 
conflict  and  the  chapter  was  never  revived.  Of  the  thirty-seven  members  of 
Mississippi  Alpha,  all  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  service. 

After  the  Avar  the  chapter  was  inactive  until  the  fall  of  1881,  when  it  was 
revived  and  has  since  continued  active.  Since  its  establishment  the  chapter  has 
initiated  1!)2  men.  prominent  among  whom  are  Dr.  S.  S.  Carter.  Jackson.  M iss. ; 
W.  P.  Tackett,  Lexington;  J.  R.  Tackett,  Meridian;  John  L.  Buckley,  Enter- 
prise; W.  F.  Tucker.  Woodville;  W.  J.  East,  Senatobia;  L.  J.  Farley,  Hernando; 
M.  E.  Denton,  Belen  ;  Judge  W.  F.  Stevens,  Carrollton* ;  H.  D.  Stevens,  New 
Albany;  Y.  A.  Griffith,  Gulf  port ;  (i.  G.  Hurst,  Oxford:  G.  G.  Rencher,  DeKalb. 

Mississippi  Alpha  is  in  the  Third  District  of  the  Fraternity,  the  other 
chapters  of  which  are  Maryland  Alpha.  Johns  Hopkins;  Virginia  Alpha,  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia:  Virginia  Beta,  Washington  and  Lee;  West  Virginia  Alpha, 
West  Virginia  University;  Tennessee  Delta,  Vanderbilt,  and  Texas  Alpha.  Uni- 
versity of  Texas.

The  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  was  founded  at  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio, 
.in  June  20,  185"),  by  Isaac  M.  Jordan,  B.  P.  Runkle,  -las.  F.  Caldwell.  F.  II. 
Scobey,  1).  \V.  Cooper,  T.  C.  Bel]  and  \Y.  S.  Loekwood.  Its  founding  was  the 
resull  of  a  split  in  one  of  the  fraternities  then  existing  at  Miami.  It  is  one  of 
the  .Miami  Triad,  the  other  members  being  Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Beta  Theta  I'i. 

The  fraternity  has  nearly  10,000  alumni  and  fifty-seven  active  chapters, 
besides  thirty  alumni  chapters.  Only  six  chapters  are  in  the  South.  .Mississippi. 
Virginia,  Vanderbilt,  Tiilane,  Texas  and  Arkansas.  The  fraternity  is  stronger 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley  States  than  elsewhere,  especially  in  the  northernmost 
slates  of  this  section,  Ohio  for  instance  having  six  chapters  of  Sigma  Chi  within 
her  borders,  this  being  equalled  only  by  Pennsylvania.  New  England  lias  four 
chapters  altogether.  The  attitude  of  the  fraternity  toward  expansion  is  con- 
servative, perhaps,  having  established  only  two  chapters  in  the  past  three 
years,  these  being  at  Arkansas  and  Montana.  About  three-fourths  of  the  chap- 
ters own  houses. 

The  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity  was  but  two  years  old  when  Eta  Chapter  came 
into  existence,  making  the  third  chapter  of  the  fraternity.  It  was  the  first  chap- 
ter of  the  South,  and  the  fourth  in  the  University  of  Mississippi.  The  date  of 
its  installation  was  October  10,  1857.  The  organization  of  the  chapter  was  due 
to  the  efforts  of  J.  R.  Mcintosh.  A.  II.  Gibson,  W.  T.  McCann,  Kennon  McElroy, 
.)'.  W.  Buchanan  and  C.  R.  Myers. 

When  the  Civil  War  began  and  the  roll  of  drums  was  heard  in  every 
college  in  the  land,  every  member  of  Eta  enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  Confed- 
eracy, three-fourths  of  whom  were  killed  or  died  in  service.  The  chapter  was 
reorganized  directly  after  the  close  of  the  war  by  Patrick  S.  Myers,  II.  ('. 
Myers.  P.  P.  Adams.  W.  M.  Forest.  Wallace  Wood  and  others.  The  Constan- 
tine  Chapter,  which  was  organized  during  the  war.  the  members  of  which  were 
soldiers  of  both  armies,  was  founded  by  Hal  Yerger.  of  Eta.  and  H.  S.  Dixon, 
of  Psi. 

Members  of  Eta  have,  at  various  times,  founded  seven  other  chapters  of 
the  fraternity,  among  them  being  the  chapters  at  Washington  and  Lee  and 
Virginia.  Eta  stands  at  the  head  of  the  Southern  province  of  Sigma  Phi. 
Among  the  prominent  men  of  the  chapter  are  found  the  names  of  Judge  J.  Al. 
Lidded,  now  president  of  the  Alumni  Chapter  in  .Manila.  P.  I.;  Judge  W.  C. 
Martin,  of  Natchez  ;  Judge  Walter  Malone,  of  Memphis  ;  ex-Governor  A.  H.  Lon- 
gino;  former  Lieut.-Governor  Harrison;  W.  A.  Roane,  present  judge  of  this 
district:  F.  A.  McLain,  of  Gloster,  and  Thos.  Spi-dit.  of  Ripley,  both  of  whom 
are  at  present  serving  in  the  lower  house  of  Congress.

Mississippi  Gamma,  the  sixteenth  chapter  chartered  by  ^  A  E,  was 
established  in  May.  1866.  It  was  founded  by  J.  B.  Manlove,  of  Vanderbilt 
University,  and  was  the  fifth  National  Fraternity  to  enter  this  University. 
There  were  six  charter  members,  among  whom  were  Ij.  Q.  C.  Lamar  and  Judge 

C.  B.  Howry.  The  chapter  became  inactive  in  1869,  but  was  re-established  in 
1882.  During  the  forty-two  years  of  its  existence  it  has  initiated  one  hundred 
and  sixty-one  men.  Prominent  among  its  Alumni  are  L.  Q.  C.  Lamar,  C.  B. 
Howry.  U.  S.  Supreme  Judge  of  Court  of  Claims;  Champe  Marshall,  Supreme 
Court  Judge  of  Missouri ;  Prof.  J.  W.  Provine  and  C.  B.  Ames,  of  Oklahoma. 
Other  prominent  2  A.  E's  in  the  State  are  T.  U.  Sisson.  Judge  Garrard  Harris, 

D.  H.  Bishop  and  Murray  F.  Smith. 

The  fraternity  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Alabama.  March  8.  1856, 
by  Noble  Leslie  DeVatie.  who  was  the  first  man  to  lose  his  life  in  the  Civil  War. 
Only  one  of  the  founders  is  living,  J.  B.  Rudolph,  of  Pleasant  Hill.  Ala.  There 
are  twenty-nine  chapters  in  the  South  and  forty-one  in  the  North  and  West. 
The  total  number  of  initiated  men  is  14.0(H).  100  of  whom  are  active.  The 
governing  body  is  a  Supreme  Council,  hut  the  seventy  chapters  are  divided  into 
nine  provinces,  which  have  a  convention  of  their  own.  There  are  three  publi- 
cations, two  of  which  are  secret,  and  also  forty-eijzht  chapter  houses. 

There  can  he  no  regular  chapter  at  West  Point,  but  there  are  twelve  2  A 
E's  who  have  formed  a  club  there.  The  first  Northern  College  to  receive  a 
charter  from  the  fraternity  was  Gettysburg  College,  Pennsylvania,  in  1883. 
There  are  forty-five  Alumni  Associations,  the  largest  of  which  is  Atlanta,  Ga., 
with  a  membership  of  500,  and  New  York  City  next,  with  a  membership  of  450. 
The  flower  of  the  fraternity  is  the  violet,  and  the  colors  are  royal  purple  and 
old  gold.

Phi  Delta  Theta  was  founded  at  .Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio,  Dece  nber 
26,  1848,  i>.N  Etoberl  Morrison,  '49:  John  M.  Wilson.  '49;  John  W.  Lindley,  '50; 
Roberl  J.  Drake,  '50;  Ardivan  \V.  Kodgcrs.  \>1,  and  Andrew  W.  Rodgers,  '51, 
none  of  whom  are  now  living. 

Durum  the  first  two  years  of  its  life,  three  additional  charters  were 
granted,  and  before  the  civil  War  the  chapter  roll  had  grown  to  seventeen, 
(inly  one  chapter  Michigan  Alpha  -was  added  during  these  four  years  of 
strife,  though  four  became  temporarily  inactive.  During  its  third  decade — 
1869-1879 — the  fraternity  entered  thirty-four  institutions,  half  of  which  were 
Southern:  in  the  next— 1879-1889 — twenty-six  chapters  were  chartered,  being 
located  in  various  sections.  Thus  il  may  he  seen  that  CI  per  cent,  of  its  chapters 
were  installed  between  1869  and  1889.  Charters  have  been  granted  to  eighl 
chapters  during  the  presenl  century. 

A1  present.  Pin  Delta  Theta  has  seventy-one  active  chapters,  seventy-five 
Alumni  clubs  two  of  which  are  located  in  .Mississippi.  Greenwood  and  Merid- 
ian), and  a  membership  of  17,000. 

National  conventions  are  held  bi-ennially;  alternating  with  them  occur 
Province  conventions. 

.Mississippi  Alpha,  the  forty-seventh  chapter,  was  organized  after  this 
manner.  In  February.  1877,  Mr.  W.  B.  Palmer,  of  the  Georgia  Beta  Chapter, 
wrote  Miss  Kate  Carothers,  who  afterwards  married  -Judge  B.  T.  Kimbrough, 
and  asked  that  she  recommend  to  him  a  young  man  suitable  to  organize  a 
chapter  here.  This  she  did.  having  selected  Enoch  Asbury  Enochs,  '79.  of 
Crystal  Springs.  After  correspondence  had  been  carried  on  for  some  time  with 
Mr.  Palmer,  Mr.  Enochs  decided  to  accept  the  pledges  of  Phi  Delta  Theta,  and 
solicited  Messrs.  W.  -J.  Smith.  '78:  J.  L.  Harris.  '80:  J.  M.  Catchings,  '81.  and 
C.  D.  Butler.  '83,  to  join  with  him  in  the  petition  for  a  charter.  A  charter  was 
granted,  and  Mississippi  Alpha  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  was  installed  March  25, 
1877.  Since  that  time  287  men  have  become  Phi's  through  the  efforts  of  this 
chapter. 

Miss  Carothers  was  the  only  lady  ever  officially  recognized  by  Mississippi 
Alpha,  in  that  she  was  made  an  honorary  member — the  chapter  endeavoring 
thus  to  show  their  appreciation  of  her  efforts,  which  had  resulted  as  stated 
above.

The  Delta  Tau  Delta  Fraternity  was  founded  al  Bethany  College,  West 
Virginia,  (then  Virginia),  .May.  1859.  The  Alpha  Chapter  flourished  for  more 
than  two  years  and  was  popular  with  faculty  and  students.  In  1861,  on 
account  of  the  Civil  War,  it  disbanded  and  the  memb  rs  went  either  to  their 
respective  homes  or  to  the  army.  Prior  to  the  suspension  of  the  college  three 
other  chapters  had  been  established:  Beta,  at  Jefferson  College,  Canonsburg, 
Pa.;  Gamma,  at  West  Liberty  College,  Virginia,  and  Delta,  at  Monongahela 
Academy.  The  Civil  War  was  disastrous  to  Delta  Tan  Delta,  every  chapter 
being  disorganized. 

In  1862  Wm.  II.  Hinds  returned  to  Washington  College  and  found  that  all 
the  members  of  his  and  the  other  chapters  had  gone  to  war  or  had  failed  to 
return  to  college.    By  his  faithful  efforts  he  revived  all  the  chapters. 

Pi  Chapter  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  was  organized  as  S.  A.  Chapter  of  the  Rain- 
bow, or  W.  W.  W.  Fraternity,  in  1848,  at  the  University  of  Mississippi.  This 
fraternity  was  strictly  a  Southern  fraternity.  It  did  not  favor  expansion  and 
was  never  a  fraternity  of  many  chapters. 

When  the  University  closed  on  account  of  the  war.  the  Rainbow  Frater- 
nity was  disorganized,  but  on  the  re-opening  of  the  University  after  the  war 
the  fraternity  was  re-established  by  John  Horton  McKie,  of  Oxford,  Miss. 
During  a  varied  career  of  thirty-five  years  the  fraternity  had  adhered  to  the 
policy  of  non-extension,  but  about  1880  its  views  toward  extension  changed,  and 
m  January,  1886,  it  consolidated  with  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  Fraternity.  At  the 
time  of  consolidation  there  were  but  two  chapters  of  the  Rainbow  Fraternity, 
it   .Mississippi  and  Vanderbilt. 

Since  1886  Delta  Tau  Delta  has  grown  very  rapidly,  having  chapters  in 
nearly  all  the  large  institutions  of  the  United  States,  a  total  of  fifty  chapters. 

Among  the  Alumni  of  Pi  Chapter  are  to  be  found  Congressman  Ben 
Humphreys,  of  Greenwood;  Chancellor  A.  A.  Kincannon :  Rev.  P.  T.  Sears, 
Rector  of  Christ's  Church.  Houston.  Texas:  R.  E.  Wilbourn,  City  Attorney  of 
Meridian.  Miss.,  and  J.  M.  McDowell,  of  Jackson,  Miss.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Order  (Southern)  was  founded  a1  Washington  College, 
now  Washington  and  Lee  University,  in  L865,  by  a  band  of  young  men  who 
had  served  in  the  armies  of  the  South  during  the  Civil  War.  The  order,  as  its 
badge,  the  shield  and  the  cross,  signifies,  is  of  a  military-religious  nature;  and 

bein»-  founded  by  Confederate  soldiers  at  the  end  of  their  struggle,  is  based  on 
the  chivalric  principles  so  dear  to  the  Southern  gentleman.  Naturally,  the 
order  is  characteristically  Southern,  typifying  the  Age  of  Chivalry  as  it 
bloomed  in  Dixie  before  the  war,  and  perpetuating  its  noble  ideals  to  posterity. 
Its  motto,  "Dieu  et  les  Dames,"  bespeaks  its  ideals;  its  Southern  locality  and 
traditions,  the  essence  of  its  individuality. 

The  order  lias  now  fifty  active  chapters  and  sixty  Alumni  chapters. 

Alpha  Upsilon  Chapter  was  founded  at  the  University  of  [Mississippi,  Jan- 
uary 12.  1900,  by  Marvin  T.  Ormond.  Having  existed  only  eight  years.  Alpha 
Upsilon 's  members  are  all  very  young  men,  and  none  have  so  far  achieved  any 
particular  fame,  save  Bro.  V.  Otis  Robertson,  of  Jackson.  Miss.,  who,  although 
but  twenty-nine  years  old.  has  been  elected  Grand  Historian  of  the  order.  The 
chapter  roll  to  date  has  on  it  fifty-seven  names.  The  numbers  of  men  initiated 
by  the  chapter  are  for  the  eight  years  of  its  existence,  as  follows:  1900, 
seven;  1900-1901,  nine:  1901-1902,  seven;  1902-1903,  five;  1903-1904,  fourteen; 
1904-1905,  four:  1905-1906,  three;  1906-1907,  three;  1907-1908,  five. 

For  the  eight  years  the  average  chapter  roll  has  been  VZ1/^  men.

Chi  Omega  was  organized  at  the  University  of  Arkansas,  April  5,  1895,  by 
Ina  May  Boles,  Jobelle  Ilolcomb,  Alice  Carey  Simonds  and  Jeannie  Maie  Vin- 
venheller.  They  were  assisted  by  Dr.  Charles  Richardson,  who.  in  considera- 
tion of  this  service,  was  made  the  sole  honorary  member  of  the  fraternity. 
There  are  twenty-one  active  chapters,  extending  from  Maine  to  California,  and 
from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Rio  Grande.  There  are  eleven  alumnae  chapters, 
the  one  in  New  York  City  representing  ten  chapters.  The  fraternity  is  also 
represented  in  Hawaii  and  in  Cuba.  The  fraternity  has  a  membership  of  1,250. 
The  next  national  convention  meets  in  Chicago  in  June,  1908. 

The  constitution  of  Sigma  Tau  was  adopted  April  16.  1906.  The  fifteen 
charter  members  were:  Annie  J.  Chandler,  Minnie  Smith  (Mrs.  W.  J.  Holt), 
Elizabeth  Cowan,  Alice  M.  Borchert,  Julia  Murry  (Mrs.  R.  A.  Cox),  Anna  Vine- 
yard, Henrietta  Corinne  Little  (Mrs.  M.  D.  Templeton),  Emma  Borchert, 
Annie  B.  Wilson,  Carrie  B.  Gary,  Carrie  Jones  (Mrs.  0.  A.  Hansbroug'h), 
Bertie  L.  Byrnes  (Mrs.  H.  Hart),  Beda  Jorgerson*.  Minnie  H.  Brown,  Lynne  B. 
West  (Mrs.  Hinton.) 

On  November  4,  1899,  Sigma  Tau  was  enrolled  as  Tau  Chapter  of  Chi 
Omega,  being  the  first  national  girls'  fraternity  introduced  into  the  University 
of  Mississippi.  The  members  at  the  time  of  consolidation  were  Elizabeth 
Cowan,  Julia  Compton,  Lynda  Sultan,  Helen  Bridger  (Mrs.  W.  W.  Ellis), 
Fannie  Mosby  (Mrs.  J.  M.  Farrier),  Nan  Meek*  The  membership  of  Tau  Chap- 
ter is  sixty-six.  In  1903,  Edith  Wardlaw  of  Tau  was  president  of  the  General 
Fraternity.

Delta  Delta  Delta  was  founded  at  Boston  University  on  Thanksgiving  Eve, 
1888,  by  Sarah  Ida  Shaw,  Eleanor  Dorcas  Pond.  Florence  Isabelle  Stewart  and 
Isabel  Morgan  Breed.  They  associated  with  them  seventeen  members  of  the 
lower  classes,  and  with  this  as  a  nucleus  the  fraternity  grew  rapidly.  There 
are  at  present  twenty-three  active  chapters  and  seventeen  Alumnae  associa- 
tions. There  are  three  degrees,  the  Trident  degree  given  to  pledges,  the  Stars 
and  Crescent  degree  given  to  college  students,  and  the  Craduate  degree  given 
to  alumnae.     The  fraternity  has  a  membership  of  about  1,400. 

Tau  Delta  Theta  was  a  local  sorority,  founded  in  1896.  September  22, 
1904,  Tan  Delta  Theta  was  installed  as  Chi  Chapter  of  Delta  Delta  Delta.
